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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is issued in response to applicant's amendment/RCE filed 2/14/08. 
Claims 1-16 were amended. Claims 17-18 were added. 
Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 2/14/08 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 37 CFR 1.131 was 
persuasive. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

Regarding independent claims 1, 4, and 16, the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest 
the claimed provision of: means for mounting components of each of said two file systems on a 
single mount point constituting a single root directory for the components of both of said two file 
systems such that each mounted component of one of said two file systems is linked to gather 
with and becomes a mirroring pair with a corresponding mounted component in the other one of 
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said two file systems, each of said two file systems having an application interface data structure 
constituting a programming interface for management thereof and access thereto; and 
a virtual file system configured to manage the linking and mirroring of the corresponding 
mounted components of each of said two file systems, and including a super application interface 
data structure containing an application interface data structure of said virtual file system, and 
said application interface data structures of each of said two file systems combined with the rest 
of the limitations in the independent claims, is not taught or suggested, or rendered obvious over 
the prior art of record or that encountered in searching the invention. 

Regarding Claim 1 1 , the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the claimed 
provision of: a client device having a virtual file system which mounts an imported file system 
from said first server and an imported file system from said second server on a single mount 
point constituting a single root directory to provide a single point of access for mounted 
components stored in each of said first and second local file systems, such that each mounted 
component in one of said first and second local file systems has a corresponding copy in the 
other one of said first and second local file systems combined with the rest of the limitations in 
the independent claims, is not taught or suggested, or rendered obvious over the prior art of 
record or that encountered in searching the invention. 

The dependent claims 2-3, 5-10, 12-15, and 17-18, being further limiting to the 
independent claims, definite and enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
